INTRODUCTION 


Oft-times family histories, commonly called ‘family trees’, are devoid 
of any context of national and international history. Our effort here is 
to provide several collateral events and concerns that occupied a 
nation and a world, along with the usual dates of birth, of marriage, of 
death one would usually expect from a family history. The history of 
several family “clans”, to use a Celtic term. 


The family clans mentioned in the following pages tend to have 
originated in the British Isles, so brief mention of historical trends from 
the first millenium to the second millenium dating from the birth of 
Christ. Invasion of conquering of the Isles around the ninth century 
by Angles, Saxons and Jutes, from Denmark, resulted in the pushing 
of many of the Celtics out of England and into Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales. A number of persons listed in these pages have been 
involved in the teaching of the Christian gospel: persons like James 
Campbell (Presbyterian), John Wesley Ferrill (Methodist), Hugh 
Kelsey McKee (Methodist). Dates and names in this account relate 
primarily to only to the most recent three to four hundred years, and is 
almost entirely related to the history of the United States. A 
remarkable aspect of this experiment if democracy is that even when 
it seems that much is in disarray, even as much as ours has been 
largely a violent society, the democracy not only lives but thrives 
through political assassinations, resignations from high office, 
impeachment of those in high office, world wars and civil wars, civil 
protests and reactionary movements. 


Some of the family names that appear in this account are McKee, 
Ferrill, Lee, Kirkwood, Whittington, Hough, Campbell, Kelsey. 


To me one outstanding character from our past was John Wesley 
Ferrill, a maternal great-grandfather, who was owner of considerable 
acreage, of Afro-American slaves, was a Methodist Minister, warrior 
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[2] 
who took three sons along with him to serve in the Confederate Army 
in the United States Civil War, who, following the end of the war 
worked to provide education to all races, teaching children of prior 
slaves to read, who was named, for a brief time during the 
Reconstruction Era, to be superintendent of public schools in Jackson 
County MS. He was opposed by those who resented his attempting 
to teach blacks to read and who was a member of the Republican 
Party. John Ferrill was ousted from that position, but the guidance 
and direction he gave his children revealed itself in later years by his 
oldest child, Wesley Francis, about whom his son-in-law, my father, 
said to me when | was only nine years old, “Son, your Grandfather 
Ferrill was a gentlemen, but what you also need to know is that he 
was, indeed, aman!” John Wesley Ferrill preached for a time at the 
Zion Methodist Church in Escatawpa MS, and is buried, along with his 
wife, Emaline Hough Ferrill, who born eleven years after John, but 
died twenty-five years before him. 


| am grateful to my father who originated the tracing of several family 
generations and recorded them, to my brother James, who added, 
and modified, significantly details, to Dean Shaw, head of the History 
Department at the Jackson County Campus of the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast Community College at Gautier MS and to the Jackson County 
Genealogical Society, which has kept pace with technological 
advances of our society, providing personal computers and 
peripherals, microfiche and printed records. 


Until two or three generations, the people named in this account were 
farmers by trade, and accordingly had a profound reverence for the 
land, in which their emotions were rooted. In keeping with that 
feeling, which continues to influence all United States citizens, certain 
land deeds are made a part of this account, in several Appendices. -

Ferrell is 
a descendant of James Ferrell, 
who was born in 1700 in England 
and his wife Lydia. 

“James Ferrell was deported to 
America in commutation of 
death for poaching by George II 
about 1720. He settled near 
Frederick, Md. He was a soldier 
in the French and Indian War in 
Gen. Braddock’s army which 
marched on Fort Pitt in 1755,” ac- 
cording to the “Ferrell History,” 
which the late Elizabeth Brown 
Haggard of Hallsville sent him 
several years ago.

James and Lydia Ferrell had 
two sons, one of whom was He- 
zekiah Ferrell (1724-1804) who 
‘lived near Mount Vernon, Va. He- 
zekiah married Susan Aliston (or 
Alleston) and they had eight 
children, who were born in Vir- 
ginia and in Wake County, N.C. It 
was a child of that generation, 
William Ferrell (1788-1867) who 
moved west, settling first in Ten- 
nessee and then, removing to Illi- 
nois in 1839, where he settled 
near Sarahsville. 

William Ferrell (1788-1867) 
was ordained to the ministry in 
1834, and though he was blind 


. the last years of his life, he con- 


tinued to serve until his death. 


William’s eldest child was Wil- 
fred Ferrell (1811-1885). 

Wilfred Ferrell (1811 Raleigh 
N.C.-14 May 1885, Hallsville) 
married Mary Belle Walker 
(1817-1852) April 3, 1833. They 
came to Williamson (now) Coun- ' 
ty, IIL, in 1834. 

Wilfred Ferrell was a Baptist 
minister in southern Illinois 
about 26 years and preached 
often with his father, William, 
and brother, Hezekiah, both Bap- 
tist ministers. He lived in Mar- 
ion, Ill., from 1853 to 1859 when 
he emigrated to Hallsville. There,- 
he became the organizing minis- 
ter of the First Baptist Church. 

Wilfred and Belle Ferrell had 
10 children: John W. (1833-1881); 
Hezekiah F. (1835-1863); Eliza J. 
(1836-1896); James M. (1838-1838); 
Salina A. (1839-1927) married Wil- 
liam A. Smith; Martha A. (1841- 
1914) married L.R. Bray; Laura E. 
(1842-1914) married William S. 
Russell; Catherine E. (1846-1881); 
Celinda C. (1849-1875) married 
William S. Russell; and Henry C. 
(1851-1898) married Leila De 
Loach. 

(Henry Carson Ferrell (1851- 
1898) was superintendent of the 
First Baptist Church of Long- 
view’s Sabbath School in the 
1890s and owned a sawmill here. 
He built a house where the 
church is now located. H.C. Fer- 
rell was killed in a hunting acci- 
dent June 1, 1898. His widow, 
Leila, had children, Harry, Rex, 
Lillian, Irene, Katie and Leila, 
moved to Marshall and later to 
Dallas.) 


(1823-1895) and had six children, 
Cornelius (1854-1855); Mary

CLAN FERRILL, 
In the West

Families affect, and are affected, by the mores and customs of 
their time. 


(___ generation): 


Eight sons and three daughters were born to Hugh Kelsey McKee 
(of Kemper County MS) and Cammie Inez Ferrill McKee (of Marion 
County MS). Two sons died in the first day of their life. 


Each of the surviving six sons served in the military service, 
during the World War era. Four were involved in military combat; 
all four survived. 


Military service carried four sons to distant places in the world: 
(Army Air Corps: North Africa, India, Italy, and (in the Army Air 
Corps, by air raid, Germany, Romania, and other nations in 
Europe, in Germany by invasion, by Army of the United States, in 
England on the way to France and Germany, and, by U.S. Navy to 
the Gulf of Mexico, by way of sub chaser. The youngest two 
served in service, by way of the Army of the United States and by 
way of the U.S. Navy. It is believe that service by six sons from 
one family established a record of service not yet equaled. 


The military service affected the oldest two sons, leading to 
retirement as Colonel and Lt Colonel, in the U.S. Air Force. 
California attracted the oldest, James, to live for more than 50 
years and retire in California, the next oldest, William, was 
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attracted to Alaska, where he has now lived more than a half 
century. The next oldest, Robert, died in Mississippi in 1989. 
The next after Robert, Hugh Kelsey Jr, died in Alaska in 1988. 
The oldest, Catherine, taught school in Mississippi, Ohio, Texas 
and Mississippi, and died at ninety one years, in Pascagoula MS 
in 2003. The genetic tendency to long life among Ferrills, 
Kirkwoods, McKees, and Lees, seems to have prevailed. 


This has been a pattern followed by Irish and other immigrants to 
the United States, from East to West. Many of others of the same 
surnames have moved across the Northern half of the United 
States, to the Pacific shore.

The remains of Hugh Kelsey McKee, Sr; Cammie Inez Ferrill 
McKee, Catherine Inez McKee Lynd, Robert Morris McKee, Hugh 
Kelsey McKee, Jr, along with a sister of Cammie, Annette Flora 
Ferrill, are interred in the New Palestine Cemetery, Picayune, 
Pearl River County MS.

Key historical events which happened in Mississippi and 
effected the lives of these people include the United States 
acquiring North Mississippi in the Revolutionary War in 1788. 
Southern or Ooesta! Mississippi continued as Spanish territory. in 
1795 the United States obtains part of Mississippi between the 
Bist and 32nd parallels of Istitude from Spsin. The United 
States government organized the Mississippi Territory in 1798. In 


1816 the United Stetes snnexes West Florida from Spain, 


including what is now southern Mississippi. Seven years later - 


Mississippi becomes the 20th U.S. stete. In i861, Misstasippi 
joins the Confederacy and from 18€1-1865 in the Civil War, 
Biloxi captured by Unien Navy on December $1, 181; Natches 
aurrendess- in 1862: many battles in tats including Vicksburg, 
which surrendered on July 4, 18638.

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CIVIL WAR DAYS 
ALONG THE COAST 


(NOTE: excerpts taken from the "Mississippi Historical 


Ohronicle" from the accounts of a W.P.A. writer.) 
When the Oonfederate government was organized, it was 
necessary to choose a president. The outstanding southern leader 


was the Mississippian Jefferson Davis. [n addition to his military ~ 


service Davis had represented his state in both houses of the 


Oongress of the United States. The rights of the states had - 


always found a strong defender in Davis. He was asked, 
therefore, to become the leader of the Oonfederacy. 

During the years of the war there waa little ¢ime to think of 
anything except fighting. In addition to the actual fighting, 
however, there was much toil to be done. 

The people who stayed at home at first lived much aa in the 
years before the war. Fields had to be plowed and harvests 
gathered; cooking and sewing had to be done; the little children 
and those who were old and feeble had to be cared for. But the 
war brought many extra tasks, for, as the men left to fight, 
their work had to be done by those who stayed at home. There, 
were many more things to be done than there were hands tp do 
them. Fielda began to grow up in weeds, and food ran short. 
Instead of making new clothes, the people patched their old 
clothes. Sugar and salt, coffee and tea, and many other 
necessities could acarcely be hought. Added to all these troubles, 
the people at home were alwaya anxious about those in the 
army. No one knew when the news would come that a brother 
or father or husband had been killed or wounded in battle. The 
days of the war were indeed anxious and dark for some folks. 

Martins Bluff in Jackson County was the home of Miss Ama 
Ware. 

In 1861 at the beginning of the war between the states, this 
was a thriving community of about 26 families located on the 
banks of the Pascagoula River. After this it was declared 
Mactins Bluff and was used by the confederate soldiers as a& 
training camp. Oolonel James McGray was in command of 
regiments, that were trained at Martins Bluff. 

Miss Ama Ware’s father and brother were soldiers in the 
confederate army. While serving as a soldier her father 
developed measles and was very ill and was sent home. While 
he was on this furlough, a messenger was sent to Martins Bluff 


to warn the people the Yankees were coming. The familie who 


had boats hurriedly packed their money, household goods such 
as china, silver, linens, and groceries ~ all they could carry in 
small boats and croased the Pascagoula River to Pine Island. 

This island was between Johns Bayou and Summerlin Bayou. 
They stayed there for several weeks, and builé camps to live in 
out of polea and covered them with palmetto leaves to protect 
them from inclement weather. There were about 15 families 
who taken refuge on Pine Island. 

The Yankees stayed so long at Martins Bluff until the 
refugees on Pine Island became fearful that their hiding places 
had been discovered. The men on the Island made boats and 
loaded their possessions end families on them. When night came, 
they started up the Pascagoula River. After several miles of 
dangerous travel up the river, they found a small abandoned 
house on the banks of the river. 

They had camped in this abandoned house for several weeks 
when «& mesenger came to let them know that the Yankees 
soldiers had gone. They made their way back to their wrecked 
and damaged homes to find all clothing and other household 
goods, they could not carry with them atolen or destroyed, 
hogs and cows were killed and some homes burned. This was in 
the year of 1864.

They parched corn, rye and even okra seed, ground it | 
and used it for coffee. They also had to make sugar out of |

They made soap by taking oak ashes, pouring water over 
them and making lye, then put thia in a large iron’ kettle, 
adding water and lard or any kind of grease and boiling it until 
i¢ hardened when cold. They would cut into bars, then it was 
ready to use, 

They had to make their own candles out of tallow, matches 
were scarce and neighbors often had to borrow fire from each 
other or strike a flint, very few had stoves, and cooking was 
mostly done over e fire in the fireplace. 

Flour was scarce. Most families thought they were faring fine 
if they could have wheat flour biscuits on Sunday mornings.

Circumstantially it would 
appear to be as this soldier served in a “State Cavalry” unit and these units were typically 
manned by the young, old and returned-maimed veterans (who could no longer give 
active service). We looked to see if Thomas lived until the 1910 Census, as there was a 
question asked which would indicate that he would have been a veteran. Unfortunately, 
his name does not appear. Nor did it show up in the 1870-1910 Census nor the Death 
Record Index (covering the years 1912-1924). We are sending you gratis a copy of the 
1850 Census, which does bear his name. Please see the accompanying quote sheet 
referencing copying/shipping costs for the military information located. Due to the one- 
hour time-constraint per letter this was all that we were able to research.

Since I wrote to you yesterday I took a little time to research further. 


First, I see you are another who was given the Ferrill as first or second 
given name. I judge your mother wanted to preserve her father's name, as my 
mother (and father, maybe even more) wanted to preserve the name of my 
grandfather, Wesley Francis Ferrill, who was 85 years old when I was born. 
He lived with us for several months in 1929-1930 following the death, in 
Columbia MS, of my grandmother, Sarah Jane Kirkwood Ferrill. "They say" 
that my grandfather and I were inseperable during the time he lived with us. 
Unfortunately, he died in a rest home in Biloxi/Gulfport about two months 
after my third birthday. My father was quite upset to know that my mother 
and her sister Katie had moved Wesley from Katie's care in Columbia to the 
rest home. My father was a Methodist "horse and buggy" preacher when he met 
my mother at their parents'home in Columbia, and Wesley was president of the 
Sunday School at the Methodist church in Columbia (his tenure in that job 


lasted more than 40 years). 


Please tell me who were the parents of Thomas M. Ferrill, Sr? I've been 
looking through the paperwork and cannot find that. 


I recall once that my mother told me that several members of the Ferrill 
family in Lucedale came to visit in Picayune, and everyone sat around on our 
front porch....I have no idea as to when that happened. Perhaps it was 


before I was born, in 1927...surprising how the old family memories come. 


If you have any information on John Wesley Ferill's second wife, Louisa 
Ranager Ferrill, I would like to know it. I know she applied to the state 
for a widow's pension, since I got copies from the state archives and sent 
them to Sherry Owens at the Pascagoula branch library. I know she died in 
1937. If an obituary exists I would like to know any details. I was 10 
years old at the time, and would have remembered had anyone told me that she 
had died. I suppose the children of John's first wife, Emaline Hough 
Ferrill, might have not been considered by Louisa's children. John had 
18-20 children altogether. I have digital photos of the graves for Bryant, 
et all, for John and for Louisa. John and Louisa are buried in Ferrill 
Cemetery, which I believe John founded, from land donated by the Ehlers and 
Elder families. A fair amount of knowledge I have gained about the Ferrill 
family came from Harry McDonald, who has been tracing the Ferrill family for 
many years. Thinking back, in 1937 we were in a the hardest depression in 
U.S. history, and there were nine of us children in the McKee household, and 
my father did not have an auto (since 1936), so no one from our family 
would likely have gone to Escatawpa for a funeral for my mother's 
stepmother... It still is curious why I never knew of Louisa for many 
years. I am told that John was preaching right up to a few weeks before he 
died in 1893. His gravestone was built by the VA in coopration with the 
Daughters of Confederacy, and is quite imposing. 


You can tell I am interested in the side-lights of history more than in the 
ususal genealogical facts.

I don't know how far back the archives of the Mississippi Press go, but 
surely there had to have been some coverage of similar assemblies in Jackson 


County. 


I am supposed to begin some college courses at UNC-G on August 15, and the 
UNC-G library can request loans of books at other libraries. Someone had 
mentioned the History of Jackson County. I wonder if that book reflects 
more than a few lines about the Civil War, and its aftermath.

I've been reading/reviewing this book. Three Q&A's were of particular 
interst to me from the chapter on Destiny, Karmic Relations, Free Will. 


Note, in question 415, the Master's use of the prepositions 'for' and 
"to'. Would love to hear a satsang from you on these questions! 


Q. 413 Whether events are destined or not, one has to keep active or does 
it make any difference whatever? That is, since to act is to assume 
freedom of choice, itcould not matter less whether events are destined or 
not destined? Judging from some of the questions, it seems to me that to 
speak of destiny as a kind of paying off of karmas and, at the same time, 
trying to decide how to act, somehow seems to complicate the issue. Since 
the individual must act, it does not matter what the destiny is? 


A. With our best conscience, our best efforts, our best intentions, we 
should try to act and then leave the results to our destiny. We do not 
have the results in our hands. The results are in His hands. We should 
always try to do our best under the prevailing circumstances. Still, 
sometimes, in spite ofour best efforts and sincerity, we do not achieve 
those results, which another person with even just a little effort 
achieves much better results. That is where destiny comes in. We should 
leave the results to destiny, to fate, to the Lord; but we must do our 
best according to the best of our ability. 


Q. 414. It just seems that fate seems to operate too. What people say, 
"I am paying off karma", when it happens to be an event that they do not 
particularly like, or an event that is particularly fortunate? 


A. Most of the things we say are just to justify our weaknesses, to 
justify our not having made any effort. That should not be the attitude 


at all. 


Q. 415. To what extent is a person responsible to others, let us say, a 
husband or a father? To what extent is he responsible for a person's 
mental illness? For his wife or child? Whether he is responsible for the 
illness of the people with whom he lived, and will he be karmically 
responsible for their illness? 


A. Brother, you are just to do your duty as a husband, as a son, as a 
friend, as a relative, and do whatever possibly you can do for the other 
person, according to your role in that relationship, and not be affected 
mentally. Every one has to pay off his own karmic debt. Neither you are 
responsible for the other person nor is he responsible for you. We are 
each responsible for ourselves. 


To the extent that we are related to each other, we are 
responsible to each other. That is a matter of duty. We have to do our 
duty by living in this world in whatever position the Lord has placed 
us, whether as a husband or a wife or a sister or a brother or any other 
relative or friend, and not be much affected by them, because ultimately, 
with the help of meditation or with the Sound practice, we have to detach 
ourselves from them.

We follow the generations that came after the four sons of William Ferrill (b 1725, d 1807). 
This is not intended to be a family tree, as such. It is an inquiry for information, which MIGHT 
be available in family bibles, or in public records, such as marriages, deeds, wills, death 
certificates, gravestones, telephone directories, etc. The explosive growth in the number of

George Washington Ferrill, b 1804, in Screven County GA, married May Mary McDonald,dates 
of death NOT now known. 

Lucy Ferrill, b1806, in Screven County GA, d February 9, 1880, married Chauncey Bigelow 
Stevens, b 1806, date of death NOT now known. 

Amelia Emily Ferrill, b 1808 in Screven County GA, married Daniel Pickett, birthdate NOT now 
known.; died Jackson County MS?, dates for death for Amelia and Daniel NOT now known. 
Archelous Adolphus Ferrill, b 1810, in Screven County GA, married Martha Hough, dates of 
death NOT now known. 

John Wesley Ferrill, b February 6, 1812, in Screven County GA; FAMILY RELOCATED to MS 
(Jackson/George County) perhaps in August, 1812?; married twice: first wife Emaline Hough. 
second wife Louisa Baptiste Ranegar (more about Emaline and Louisa later); d October 10, 
Benjamin Ferrill, b 1814, Jackson County MS, married Matilda Ward [they were buried in 
Indian Creek Cemetery, and now are under a common gravestone with father Bryant 

Ferrill and mother Susannah Williamson Ferrill. A photograph of the common gravestone is 
now available on the Internet., under, | believe, "Indian Creek Cemetery". [more later about 
how the gravestone came to be erected]. 

Matha Ferrill b 1818, in Jackson County MS, married Lewis Hogan, dates of death NOT now 
known. 
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Susan Ferrill, b 1820, in Jackson County MS, married John Hogan; dates of death NOT now 
known. 
Abigail Ferrill, b 1822, in Jackson County MS, married Herrin Brannan, dates of death NOT 


now known. 


NOTE; The family surnames of Chatham, Dixon, 
McDonald,Stevens, Pickett, Hough, Baptiste, Ranegar,Ward,Hogan, Brannan might be 
researched, in GA and in MS.

| would like to attempt to trace those 18 children, through their own children, and through the 
children of those children, in other words, to trace three generations. 


In order to do this efficiently | need very much to receive the names of those in each of the 
three, possibly four, generations. Towards this goal, | would like to receive from you 

the names, dates and places of birth, dates of marriages, names of spouses, names of 
children, with their dates and places of birth, and, in applicable instances, the dates and places 
of death, and where buried. 


In my own instance, out of eleven children, two of my siblings died at birth .Sister Catherine 
(born 1912, who taught school in Pascagoula for many years, died 2003) and brothers Robert 
(born 1922, died 1989) and Hugh (born 1925, died 1988) are interred at New Palestine 
Cemetery, Palestine Road, Picayune, Pearl River County MS. Other siblings are scattered 
from Mississppi to California, to Alaska, to Indiana, to Maryland and | to North Carolina. We 
have 'come a ways' since the generational migration from Ireland, to North Carolina, 
westward, to Texas.... 


For some reason, It was only when | quite recently obtained a certified copy of his death 
certificate that | learned that my grandfather, whom | continue to hold in the highest regard, 
Wesley Ferrill, had died at Beauvoir on August 16, 1930. It never occurred to my older 
brothers and sisters or to my parents to tell me. | suppose since | was only the third child from 
the end that much news was just ‘old news’. It is likely that many other persons have 
encountered similar gaps in their own family history, without ever understanding the 
difference. In the mobile society in which we find ourselves today, the idea of the extended 
family has lost some of its meaning. 


With the onset of modern technology, including the Internet, digital photography and database 
management, it is now possible to match more facts than ever before. At present, | am 
communicating with a man in Ireland, who is searching for information on Richard Ferrill 
(FARRELL?)who was born in Ireland, in or around 1665. He was the father of John Jr (born 
1695), who was the father of William (born 1725), who was the father of four sons, Byrd, 
Benjamin, Bryant and Archelous. An active organization in Dublin, Ireland (who have a site on 
the web) are conducting a sophisticated search, including the use of DNA, for members of the 
FARRELL clan, over the world.

I believe there is some interest in filling in the blanks that exist in the 
"Descendants of William Ferrill", who landed in this country, apparently 
some time in the late 1700's. 

In the 'branch' of especial interest to me, I trace the following: 

William, Bryant, JohnWesley,WesleyFrancis Ferrill, and 

CammieInezFerrill, EdwardFerrillMcKee(myself)+Thomas Alhanan Ferrill [son of 
John Wesley McKee, in which I am interested in since he served in the 
Confederate Army, which is the focus of my web site, "CONFEDERATE SOLDIER, 
a picture book, First Edition, Copyright 2005." I am seeking to attain, 
from many sources outside the Ferrill clan, digital photographs of other 
Confederate Veteran Soldiers, for fear that we all will lose some record of 
the Civil War era. If you have old photographs of any of people in my 
branch, I can make digital photographs of them for inclusion in the web 
site. I have made requests, through the organization, "Random Acts of 
Genealogical Kindness", who have a detailed web site. At present I have 
only photo-graphs of gravestones for John Wesley Ferrill and Louisa Ranager 
Ferrill. I hope soon to have a digital photograph of the common gravestone 
for Bryant and Susannah Ferrill, and of Flora Annette Ferrill, my respected 
aunt. I hope when my web site is finally published on the web that I will 
receive digital photos of many gravestones for many Confederate soldiers. I 
plan to talk with the Veterans Administration, which I understand in the 
early years of the 1900's made many gravestones for Confederate soldiers, 
in cooperation with the Daughters of the Confederacy. I have made a few 
inquiries with the Mississippi Archives and History Department and have 
received a documents of interest on family veterans of the Confederacy. I 
have donated those documents to the Pascagoula branch library (Sherry Owens 
of the Genealogical Department of the library likely now has custody of 
those documents. As I receive other such documents I will donate them all 
to the library. I urge others who may have documents on Confederate 
veterans to donate them to the Pascagola branch as the safest reservoir. 


I suggest the most logical way in which a consolidated family clan may be 
documented is to start off with each of William Ferrill's children and see 
whether they can be traced further down the line. The Ferrills seem to have 
been a prolific, rapidly multiplying, set of people, so it should be 
possible to locate and list a number of descendants, for multiple 
generations. That approach, I think, simplify the process and make for 
independent research but common communication. It might be well to set up a 
separate document for each of William's four children, or even a separate 
document for each of their children, which would result in 26 documents. 
That seems, to me at least, is a more manageable task One gap I see in the 
tree is one child of William's, Archelous Ferrill, born 1772 in North 
Carolina, married Sally Parker, who was born in Greene County. Did they 


produce children? 


I would be happy to receive, via e-mail, further information on the Ferrill 
Clan, including names, etc of spouses. I have a rather full plate of work 
before me now, but would suggest that some might look up "Random Acts of 
Genealogical Kindness" on the Internet and see whether you can persuade some 
help-bent person to do a bit of research. Locally, I have been blessed with 
the assistance of one such volunteer without any Ferrill family ties, 
"Lewis" wa4ip@datasync.com, who has expended a lot of time and effort to 
locate and photograph the common gravestone for Bryant and Susannah Ferrill, 
which it now appears, is located in Indian Creek Cemetery on private 
property owned by James Emerson.

I think you have a good idea for a project, one that I would help you to 
get, involving all descedants of William Ferrill. 


Aside from helping you build on what now exists, including the 50 page 
document, "The Jackson County MS Genealogical Society Journal, Vol.2, No.4." 
Roger Mathieu <OScwolvesfan@aol.com. I think that Harry McDonald did most 
of the work to put that document together. 


Perhaps you might write a new Vol _, No. that would include all the 
material you have that is NOT included in Vol 2, No.4. I don't know 
anything about the Genealogical Society, but it seems they would welcome a 
new document including alll the facts that you have that are not included in 
Vol 2, No. 4, but that is just my guess. You might talk with Sherry Owens 
at the library about doing that. The one limit is that I don't live in 
Jackson County, so I don't have the connections that I'm sure you have. I 
don't know Bobby Jean Fulton Fullilove, but I assume she is the 
granddaughter of John Wesley Ferrill. She must have the only surviving 
copy of his sermons. You could build your own web site, including all 
John's sermons. It would likely complement John Wesley's work, which is 
covered in a half dozen web sites already. John W Ferrill might establish 
a connection in history between John Wesley in England and John Wesley 
Ferrill in the U.S. I am not a Methodist, so my influence is nil. My 
parents left the Methodist Church, probably at some time between 1911 when 
they married and 1918 when my father made a trip to sell insurance in 
Picayune, never to leave for the rest of his life. There probably is a 
story there, but the story was never told to me, and I did not have the 
nerve to ask my father why he left the ministry and why he left the 
Methodists. I believe the Methodist Church had a strong influence on both 
my parents, and my father had a complete set of large, hard bound books on 
sermons he obtained through the Methodists. I have never met Bobby Jean, 
but she might not look upon me as one of the close members of the clan. Every story is a 
mystery. I don't know Mrs. Wallace L. Jones Jr (and had 

not read enough to know she married a first cousin of mine. 


The central point of any story about William Ferrill is that his grandson, 
John Wesley had so much influence and so many children. He must have 
relatives in half the people in Jackson County. Perhaps you would want to 
construct a web page for John W., and not try to go all the way back to 
Ireland, or you might take each of John W.'s children and make a web site on 
them. I am convince that the Internet will grow more and more and that we 
have seen only "the tip of the iceberg." I think the project that Pat Creel 
is undertaking of making pictures of every gravestone would could find in 
Jackson County will supercede, over time, all the family bibles, and 
separate listings of graves in each cemetery. I see coming a comprehensive 
database that will include every identifiable gravestone in the state. My 
observation of directories to cemeteries in Mississippi tells me it is ahead 
of most states, so far as per-cent of stones that are recorded is 


concerned. 


There is a lady at the library who is their instructor in web page design, 
and she "called me down" as to my knowledge of html is concerned, and she 
is right. I only got started in web page construction about four years ago, 
and am as ignorant of the rules as I am of the Methodist Church or Jackson 
County. I'm just a pro-activist, and can't stand to leave the status quo 
alone. You have to remember that my father had parents who were illiterate 
share-croppers in Northeast Mississippi and it was their religiousity that

Wesley died on August 16, 1930, at the Soldiers' Home at Beauvoir, in Biloxi, apparently of a 
heart attack, with chronic nephritis. His exact place of death was not known to me before. The 
certifate is in error on his mother's name....reads "Emile" instead of Emaline (the correct 
name). Apparently he was at the soldiers’ home, under the care of the doctor (B L 
Welch,MD?) from August 9 until August 16. 

| have received some valuable information from the Louisiana Archives & History Department, 
which | am ordering and will forward to you when | receive it. Apparently he served with three 
different cavalry regiments of Lousiana. He and his regiment were likely cut off from 
Mississippi by U.S. Grant's capture of Vicksburg July 4, 1863, and dominance of the 
Mississippi River, altho that is my guess. | had already sent to you documents from the 
Mississippi Archives relating to his service in Mississippi.

Screven County Georgia, to George Williamson and un-named wife. To Bryant T and Susannah 
was born eleven children, including John Wesley Ferrill, born February 6, 1812 

Screven County Georgia. It is a safe presumption that John Wesley Ferill 

was the namesake of John Wesley, generally credited for being the founder of Methodist 
Church, who had died about twenty-two years before the birth of John Wesley Ferrill. 
Several years later, Bryant T, Susannah and children moved to Jackson County Mississippi. 
It is fairly safe to say that the Ferrill Family were all devout members of the Methodist 
Church. Bryant T Ferrill died December 25, 1836; Susznnah died March 29, 1847,. Their 
bodies were buried in a cemetery in George County, to be known as Ferrill Family Cemetery. 
At an unknown date, John Wesley Ferrill became a Methodist preacher. On November 25, 1841 
John married Emaline Hough, born October 10, 1823, in Wayne County Mississippi. In 1854 
John donated land for the building of a Methodist church and cemetery, in Escatawpa, 
Jackson County, Mississippi, which was to be known as Ferrill Cemetery, to be distiguished 
from Ferrill Family Cemetery in Georgie County. The exact name of the Methodist Church is 
not known at this time to me. The church was later (exact date not known) destroyed by 
storm. Whether this storm was one of the hurricanes, well known by Jackson County 
residents, is not known. It is not a published fact as to the date of the first burial in 
the Ferrill Cemetery. So far as we can tell, the marriage of John Wesley and Emaline 
produced twelve children. One of the children was Sarah Amelia, born 1860, died 1860, 
perhaps at birth. I suspect that her body was buried in Ferrill Cemetery, although there 
is no published record, in Ferrill Cemetery, for which her father, John Wesley, had 
donated land in 1854. I suspect that a number of other members of the church had been 
buried there during the years of 1854-1860, though there does not appear to be any 
published record of them. John's wife, Emaline, died 1860, and her body was buried in 
Ferrell Cemetery 1868. It is, I believe, a logical belief that her body was buried nest 
to the grave of her daughter, Sarah Amelia. Future technological developments may one day 
make it possible to identify many who are buried in 

unmarked graves of this cemetery, and within many other cemeteries.

<p>We do not know, now, whether his father, Bryant T, was an owner of extensive acreage, 
or of slave, but we do know that John Wesley Ferrill was both. More than a few white 
Southern men, from Europe, held stong religious beliefs, but owned black slaves, from 
Africa. One such man was Thomas Jefferson, land owner, slave owner, Revolutionary leader. 
The conflict in white men's minds between their religious belief in freedom for 
themselves, on the one side, and in involuntary servitude for those of black complexion, 
on the other. This became one of the factors that festered divisions among white men. 
This reached a climaz with the presidential election of 1860, in which Abraham Lincoln was 
elected. It is apparent that John Wesley Ferrill, along with two sons, held strong 
beliefs in Mississippi, and they answered the call to defend the perceived traditions of 
the South. Over 2 million men served the union and over 1 million men served the 
Confederacy. This disparity, as well as a disparity in the capacity for production of war 
materiel, made for the ravaging of rebel soil and structures. Johm Wesley Ferrill was 
forty nine years old when he enlisted in the Confederate Army. One son, Wesley Francis 
Ferrill, born October 13, 1842, in Jackson County, also enlisted in the same year, when he 
was nineteen. We believe (yet to be determined by a search commissioned to the 
Mississippi Archives and History Department) that another son, Thomas Elhanan Ferrill, 
born April 18, 1847, who was fourteen years old in 1861, and eighteen at the close of the 
war, might well have served at some during the war.></p>

the Jackson-George County Public Library, record service by John Wesley Ferrill and Wesley 
Francis Ferrill in the Confederate Army, John in the infantry, Wesley in the cavalry. It 
has been stated by one of Wesley's daughters, Cammie Inez Ferrill McKee, that he served in 
Nathan Bedford Forrest's command. She also stated, numerous times, for a fact that Wesley 
lost three horses killed beneath him, but that "he never got a scratch." Her husband, Hugh 
Kelsey McKee, stated that Wesley Francis Ferrill was a "gentleMAN." John and Wesley each 
served until war's end. It has been stated, but not corroborated, that John Wesley gave 
each of his freed slaves $100 upon their departure. It has also been stated that John 
Wesley taught several children of his freed slaves to read. It has been said that he 
served briefly as Superintendent of Schools for Jackson County, although public records of 
such service have been lost to time.></p>

<h2><b>CHAPTER FOUR></b></h2> 


<p> Wesley Francis Ferrill was born to John Wesley and Emaline Hough Ferrill was born 
October 13, 1842, in Jackson County. Mississippi. After the Civil War Wesley married Sara 
Jane Kirkwood, born 1850 Jackson County Mississippi, daughter of Henry Kirkwood and wife. 
Wesley was twenty-four, Sara was sixteen. Years later, when asked why he would have 
married a sixteen year old, he replied, "I was afraid someone else would come along and 
take her." the marriage produced twelve children, Following the war, Wesley entered 
Tulane University, in its dental school and was graduated in the school's first dental 
class. Their oldest child, Hubert, was born in Jackson County in 1869, and died in 1942, 
in Columbia, Marion County Mississippi. At some point not long after Hubert's birth the 
family moved to Columbia, where Wesley practiced the profession of dentistry for many 
years, traveling over the southern region of the state by horse and buggy. He was a 
founding member of the First Methodist Church of Columbia, and was President of the Sunday 
School for forty years. After the death of Sara, in 1929, Wesley lived for several 
months with Hugh Kelsey and Cammie Inez Ferrill McKee, at their home at 802 Fifth Avenue 
in Picayune, Pearl River County Mississippi. Cammie said on many occasions that while he 
and his grandson, Edward Ferrill McKee, were inseparable during Wesley's time at the 
Picayune home, which was dismantled in 1864, along with three or four other houses, and is 
currently occupied by the Picayune Memorial High School. Perhaps Wesley was emotionally 
attracted to the fact that his grandson Edward had been given Wesley's surname as Edward's 
middle name. About two months following Edward's third birthday, Wesley Francis Ferrill 


died, in August 1930.

Cammie Inez Ferrill, born 1888 Columbia, Marion County Mississippi, married Hugh Kelsey 
McKee, born 1885 in a small community close to Dallas Texas. He was a traveling Methodist 
minister at the time they met, at her parent's home in Columbia. Wesley Francis was, of 
course, at the time, President of the Sunday School of the First Methodist Church of 
Columbia. Hugh and Cammie married June 1, 1911, and the family including daughters 
Catherine , born 1812, and Margaret, born 1818, and son James, born 1816, moved to 
Picayune in Pearl River County, where they lived until the death of Hugh Kelsey McKee in 
1960. Cammie continued to live there until 1964, when she sold the property to the 
Picayune Separate School District. Eleven pecan trees had been planted at the home in 
1926 by Hugh, and the Picayune schools left three, still standing in the front of the high 
school. The three pecan trees are an obligatory stopping off place for Edward Ferrill 
McKee, on any visit to Picayune.

I may have said this to you before, but I would like to have a photo of the 
gravestone for William, Bryant, John, Wesley, Flora appear near the 
respective narrative for each. Further, the inclusion of words pertaining 
to the memory of , and missing marker for, Sarah, daughter of John and 
Emaline, seems to add a bit of personal emotion to a factual recitation. [In 
1860 it would seem that John Wesley, holding acreage and a dozen slaves,had 
the wherewithal to place a marker on his daughter's body. Further, if he 
had donated the land for, and founded a church and cemetery in 1854, it is 
likely that others would have been interred during the years of 1854-1860. 
Presuming he continued to be presiding minister for the church (Old Zion 
Methodist OR First Methodist?) in 1860, it follows that he most likely would 
have buried his wife's body next to the grave for their daughter. As an 
aside, it seems unlikely to me that "Emaline's body was the First(?) to be 
buried in the cemetery". I recognize that my objective in creating this web 
site is somewhat different from that of preparing a genealogical record. 


You will likely be interested to read an excerpt from Chapter Five of the 
"picture book", which presently is phrased, 


"One sister of Cammie Inez Ferrill McKee was Annette Flora Ferrill, born 
1885, died 1957. Hers was the first body interred in the McKee Family Plot, 
Section H, New Palestine Cemetery, Palestine Road, Picayune, Pearl River 
County, Mississippi....... The humble message she dictated, cut into her 


gravestone, is,

Ferrill and wife Susannah W. Ferrill were buried in Ferrell (Family) 
Cemetery, located in Section 41, Township 3S, Range 9W, in George County. 
This is also listed in 'Records of George County, MS Cemetery Records, by 
Ben & Jean Strickland. An article from the "East Central Bulletin" on 
March 27, 1986 titled "Pioneer Graves: Early Dated Graves Discovered, 
states: 


‘There are four graves located in a wooded overgrown-area found two 

and 

one-half miles north of Salem Campgrounds in Cedar Creek. These graves 
date from 1768 through 1887. The old grave markers, which had begun to 
deteriorate, were replaced with one marker representing all four graves. 
The names on the graves are: Bryant T. Ferrill, 1768-1836; Susannah W. 
Ferrill, 1780-1847; Benjamin Ferrill, 1814-18871, Matilda W. Ferrill, 
1822-1863. 


Farther down in the rather lengthy article: 
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"The Ferrill Family graveyeard is located about two miles from the 

old 

Jackson County Courthouse.' (Can you imagine the activity which was 
taking place in those days.) This land is a complete wilderness today.' 


"The gravesite is located on Dixson's Lumber Co. land, a few yards 


from 
the Ines and James Newman property.' 


Lewis, my best suggestion would be that you might talk with Sherry 

Owens 

at the library. I believe she grew up in nearby Moss Point, and might 
know some of the streets and alleys that might lead up to the Ferrill 
Family Cemetery. The latest news seems to be the article that was in the 
East Central Bulletin in 1986. If I were there, I might take the bull by 
the horns, asking someone who seems to know the area and who is employed 
by Dixson Lumber Company. On the other hand, if you have access to a GPS 
instrument you might find the cemetery faster from the legal 
description. Pat Creel is very involved in tracing family trees in 
Jackson and George Counties, and she may well know someone who is very 
familiar with the George County area near the Salem Campgrounds and with 
the property owned by Dixson Lumber Co.

I used to 
talk frequently to the lady who has run the tax office in the Jackson County 
Courthouse, and I found her to be quite knowledgeable and quite helpful. 

In 2000-2001, I looked up tax records on a sub-division down on the southern 
edge of Gautier, on the water (it seems that there must be a 100 houses down 
there. I am sorry that I have forgotten her name as well as the name of the 
sub-division, but I published a directory of residents for it. 


At the Jackson County Tax Collector's Office, there is computer and printed 
access to ownership and taxes for the entire county, so that if you have 
the legal description they can locate any property in the county. It would 
be quite interesting to know whether there is plotted a street by the name 
of Ferrill Road. It would not be too surprising that the Ferrill Family 
Cemetery is on that road.

Wesley was born in Escatawpa, George (or Jackson) County MS, in 1842. He 
served in the Confederate Army from 1861 until 1865, enlisting as a Private, 
eventually promoted to First Segeant. I obtained a registration form, 
completed by his daughter, Celeste, from the MS Archives and History 
Department. He died in August 1930, following the death of his wife, Sara 
Kirkwood Ferrill, who also was born 1850, in Escatawpa. She was the 
daughter of Henry Kirkwood. 


After the Civil War Wesley attended the Denistry College of Tulane 
University (now called LSU at New Orleans) and was a member of the 
college's first graduating class. He and his family lived for a brief time 
in Escatawpa, where their son, Hubert, was born in 1866? They moved to 
Columbia, MS, where he was a founding member of Methodist Church, which he 
served as President of the Sunday School for 40 year, and was a "traveling 
dentist" for many years.. Just after, or perhaps briefly before, the death 
of wife, Sara, he moved to Picayune, where he lived with his daughter, 
Cammie, and her husband, Hugh Kelsey McKee. He died in August 1930, ina 
rest home (site not known). There is a record of the death of daughter, 
Celeste, at the oldest mortuary in Columbia, in 1962, and Celeste is buried 
in Woodlawn Cemetery. I cannot find a record of of death and burial for 
either of her parents or of several siblings. Her sister (my mother) and 
her sister Annette Flora Ferrill are buried at Palestine Cemetery, in 
Picayune (Pearl River) MS. 


I would like to know the cemetery where Francis and Sara are buried. The 
gravesites, which I saw in 1942, may still be identifiable, but I do not 
remember the name of the cemetery (I was 15 years old at the time and went 
with my mother). I am told that the graves may be in Columbia (Old 
Columbia?) Cemetery. If there is no gravestone or marker at either of the 
graves of Wesley or Sara (but the name of the cemetery can be identified) I 
would like to have one made for both 


I have located the gravestone for the father, John Wesley Ferrill, of my 
grandfather Wesley, at Ferrill Cemetery in Escatawpa, and have a digital 
photograph of his gravestone. He also served in the Confederate Army. I 
infer that his gravestone may have been paid for by the Veteran's 
Administration in the early 1900's. 


I obtained documents relating to John Wesley and Wesley Francis from the 
Mississippi Archives and History Department, which I plan soon to forward to 
the Pascagoula Library Genealogy Department. I have not been able to locate 
a genealogy department at the Columbia MS library, nor have I been able to 
elicit a reponse from the public library or the Methodist Church; the only 
information I have been able to get was from the oldest mortuary there.

<p><b>John Wesley Ferrill</b> was one of the children born to Bryant and 
Susannah, on February 6, 1812, in Screven County Georgia. When John was 
about six months old, the family moved across a narrow trail from Georgia to 
the gulf coastal region of Mississippi. With what one would assume was his 
parent's encouragement, John became a Methodist preacher, and it said that 
he preached for over half a century. On November 25, 1841 he married 
Emaline Hough, born in Wayne County Mississippi, October 23, 1823. In 
1854, on land donated by the Elder family and the Ehlers family, John helped 
to build a Methodist church and create a cemetery, now known as Ferrill 
Cemetery, in Escatawpa, Jackson County Mississippi. John and Emaline 
produced twelve children. In 1868 Emaline died, and she is believed to have 
been buried in Ferrill Cemetery In August, 1876 John married Louisa Baptiste 
Ranager. To that marriage six children were born. In 1861 John Wesley

<p><b>Wesley Francis Ferrill</b>was one of several children born to John 
Wesley and Emaline Ferrill. He was born October 13, 1842, in Jackson County 
Mississippi. In 1861, when Wesley was nineteen years, he enlisted in the 
Confederate Army and served until the end of the war. He served in the 
cavalry, it is said under the command of General Nathan Bedford Forrest. 

He lost three horses in battle, but was never wounded. In 1863, when he was 
twenty-one years old, Wesley was promoted to First Sergeant. Upon his return 
home following the war, he married Sarah Jane Kirkwood, born in Escatawpa in 
1850. He underwent dental training at Tulane University, and was a member 
of the first class to graduate in dentistry. The family moved to Columbia, 
Marion County Mississippi. Wesley helped to found the First Methodist 
Church of Columbia, and served as president of the Sunday School for over 
forty years. Twelve children were born to to the marriage of Wesley and 
Sarah. Upon Sarah's death, in 1929, Wesley lived with his daughter, Cammie 
Inez Ferrill McKee, and her family. One of her sons, Edward Ferrill McKee 
was later said by his mother that he, only two years old at the time, was an 
almost constant companion of his grandfather. Wesley Francis Ferrill died 

in August 1930. He and Sarah were buried in the 'old' Columbia Cemetery in 
Columbia, Marion County Misissippi. Copies of documents relating to 
Wesley's service in the Confederate Army are in the possession of 
Jackson-George Counties Public Library.></p> 


<p><b>Thomas Alhanan Ferrill</b> was another of several children born to 
John Wesley and Emaline Ferrill. He was born April 18, 1847, in Jackson 
County Misissippi. When he was fifteen years old, in 1862, he enlisted in 

the Confederate Army, and served for the remainder of the Civil War. Thomas 
married twice, to Lydia Bond, then to Emma, last name not known. Several 
children were born to the two marriages. Copies of documents relating to 

his service in the Confederate Army have been promised by the Mississippi

Jackson County, MSGENWEB lists cemeteries where Confederate veterans are 
buried. 


As you likely have heard from Jim Taylor, one soldier, John Wesley Ferrill 
was buried in Ferrill Cemetery, and for which John had donated land in 1854, 
on MS highway 613, October 1893. I presume, but have not been able to 
confirm, that Ferrill Cemetery now is the property of Jackson County. An 
earlier Ferrill family burial site is Ferrill Family Cemetery, in George 
County, which a member of Acts of Random Genealogic Kindness is attempting 
to find and make a digital photograph for me. Apparently, one daughter of 

of Johns (and wife, Emaline) died in 1860, but I have not seen any record 
of her burial, although her father would have donated land six years before. 
Emaline died in 1860 and is credited with being the first burial in Ferrill 
Cemetery. Athough I seem to recall that I read in John's obituary in the . 
Jackson-George Library that John ( and TWO sons) served in the Confederate 
Army. One was Wesley Francis Ferrill, my grandfather, who was born 1842, 
died 1930. I have been advised that he and his wife, Sarah Jane Kirkwood, 
daughter of Henry Kirkwood, are buried in Columbia Cemetery, Marion County 
MS, but so far I have not been able to verify this. The only other son of 
John Wesley with his first wife, Emaline Hough Ferrill, was Thomas Elhanan 
Ferrill, born 1847. I have send a request to MS Archives to search for any 
possible service by Thomas in the Confederate Army. I had recently 
received documents relating to the service of John Wesley and Wesley 
Francis Ferrill, which I have forwarded to the Jackson-George Counties 
Library. I do not have any information on any gravesite for Thomas, nor any 
information on his marriage to anyone, nor information as to any children of 
Thomas. I am building a web site, which I expect to be named, "CONFEDERATE 
SOLDIER, a picture book, First Edition, (C) 2005. As part of background 
information, I am attempting to locate/photograph gravestones for six 
generations of the Ferrill Family. At this point, the only graves I have 
been able to locate are those of John Wesley Ferrill, and my mother, Cammie 
Inez Ferrill McKee, born 1888, died 1971. I have written to various 
persons, including one in Northern Ireland (for William Ferrill, born 1736 
in Belfast, died 1807 in Hancock County MS. His son, Bryant T, father of 
John Wesley, was born in North Carolina 1769 (his father, William, was 33 
years old at that time) and died in Jackson County MS 1836. I have not been 
able to determine whether William was a members of the American 
Revolutionary Army (or the British Army, for that), or whether Bryant T was 
a member of the American Army during the War of 1812, the year in which John 
Wesley was born. However, the Ferrill family seems to have been somewhat 
combative, so that would not be very surprising. My own father, Hugh McKee, 
was rejected for service in World War I, but each of his six sons served in 
the military service during the World War II era. I have an "emotinal" 
memory of my grandfather Wesley Francis, who lived with my family in 
Picayune for about a year after the death of his wife, Sarah in 1929. My 
mother told me on repeated occasions that my grandfather and I were 
inseperable during all the time he lived with us. Perhaps he was influenced 
by the fact that my parents had given me his surname for my middle name. 
Probably my attempting to recall that personal connection to my grandfather 
is the main driving force for my attempting to construct this web site. 


I hope that some of this might be of interest. If you have any other 
information on the Ferrill (Ferrell, Farrell) clan I would appreciate 


receiving it.

Wesley was born in Escatawpa, George (or Jackson) County MS, in 1842. He 
served in the Confederate Army from 1861 until 1865, enlisting as a Private, 
eventually promoted to First Segeant. I obtained a registration form, 
completed by his daughter, Celeste, from the MS Archives and History 
Department. He died in August 1930, following the death of his wife, Sara 
Kirkwood Ferrill, who also was born 1850, in Escatawpa. She was the 
daughter of Henry Kirkwood. 


After the Civil War Wesley attended the Denistry College of Tulane 
University (now called LSU at New Orleans) and was a member of the 
college's first graduating class. He and his family lived for a brief time 
in Escatawpa, where their son, Hubert, was born in 1866? They moved to 
Columbia, MS, where he was a founding member of Methodist Church, which he 
served as President of the Sunday School for 40 year, and was a "traveling 
dentist" for many years.. Just after, or perhaps briefly before, the death 
of wife, Sara, he moved to Picayune, where he lived with his daughter, 
Cammie, and her husband, Hugh Kelsey McKee. He died in August 1930, in a 
rest home (site not known). There is a record of the death of daughter, 
Celeste, at the oldest mortuary in Columbia, in 1962, and Celeste is buried 
in Woodlawn Cemetery. I cannot find a record of of death and burial for 
either of her parents or of several siblings. Her sister (my mother) and 
her sister Annette Flora Ferrill are buried at Palestine Cemetery, in 
Picayune (Pearl River) MS. 


I would like to know the cemetery where Francis and Sara are buried. The 
gravesites, which I saw in 1942, may still be identifiable, but I do not 
remember the name of the cemetery (I was 15 years old at the time and went 
with my mother). I am told that the graves may be in Columbia (Old 
Columbia?) Cemetery. If there is no gravestone or marker at either of the 
graves of Wesley or Sara (but the name of the cemetery can be identified) I 
would like to have one made for both 


I have located the gravestone for the father, John Wesley Ferrill, of my 
grandfather Wesley, at Ferrill Cemetery in Escatawpa, and have a digital 
photograph of his gravestone. He also served in the Confederate Army. I 
infer that his gravestone may have been paid for by the Veteran's 
Administration in the early 1900's. 


I obtained documents relating to John Wesley and Wesley Francis from the 
Mississippi Archives and History Department, which I plan soon to forward to 
the Pascagoula Library Genealogy Department. JI have not been able to locate 
a genealogy department at the Columbia MS library, nor have I been able to 
elicit a reponse from the public library or the Methodist Church; the only 
information I have been able to get was from the oldest mortuary there.

Thanks for your prompt response. The item of especial interest is the 
information that the VA would assume responsibility for a veteran of CSA. I 
never realized that the VA ever got involved in records of the Confederate 
army. I will write to the VA to see whether I can uncover any information. 
I am surprised to know that the VA ever got involved in constructing 
headstones for CSA veterans. I had assumed that John's widow, Louise, would 
have had the stone created not so many years after his death. Louise lived 
on until 1937. Please tell me if the emblem that appears at the top of his 
gravestone was designed by the US VA, I know what Louise submitted two 
applications for pension relating to John's service. I just received copies 
of those applications and will submit them to the Genealogical Department of 
Pascagoula Library. I guess the State of Mississippi at some date created 
pensions for CSA veterans. It would be interesting to know whether those 
pensions were partially or completely funded by the US Treasury. If you 
have knowledge of any books written, ever, about this interesting 
development I would certainly appreciate knowing more about it. I am supposed to receive 
help from Garland Kitts, a web page expert, in 

finalizing the web site. He teaches web page design at the Forsyth County 
Community College. It could be of value to insert a "frame" on the subject 
of pensions for CSA veterans onto the web. The deeper I get into the 
subject the more I realize I do not know, but I sense a danger in losing 
more of existing records about the Civil War era. I have obtained more 
information on John's son, Wesley Francis (my grandfather), who also served 
in the CSA from 1861 until 1865. He entered, at age 19, as a Private and 
was promoted, eventually, to the rank of First Sergeant. He lost 3 horses 
from underneath him in various engagements but was never wounded himself. 

He was graduated as a dentist from Tulane University, although his diploma 
does not seem to have survived. Apparently he treated a fair number of 
people who lived in Jackson and adjoining counties. I suppose you might say 
that he was a "horse and buggy" dentist. Wesley Francis was a founder of 
the Methodist Church in Columbia and served, per my mother, as President of 
the Sunday School for 40 years. His remains are buried in Columbia 
Cemetery, in Marion County, and may or may not have a formal gravestone. 

Per my father, Wesley Francis was a gentleMAN, and it is safe to say that my 
father adored his father-in-law. I have a coy of his grave registration 
application, filed by my Aunt Lessie Ferrill, who lived on, single, until 
around 1955-1960. I have an advantage in pursuing some of the details that 
my greatgrandfather, John, was born in 1812 and died at age 81, my 
grandfather, Francis died in 1930, at 88, and that my mother, Cammie Ferrill 
McKee, died in 1971, at age 83. Longevity of the various generations makes 
it a bit easier to trace genealogy. Incidentally I saw a list of cemeteries 
in George County, and Ferrill Cemetery was listed. I sent them a note 
suggesting that Ferrill Cemetery is actually in Jackson County, at least I 
presume it is. So far as I can tell from maps on the Internet Escatawpa 
lies close to the line between George and Jackson counties. Somewhere in my 
memory is a note that Jackson was split off from George at some date. 
Perhaps that accounts for Ferrill Cemetery being listed in the George County 


Cemetery list on the Internet. I still have many more questions than 
answers. The Pascagoula Library has been quite helpful to me in my 
searches.

I am well, after two week bout of cold/maybe mild case of flu. Now ready 
as rain. 


Today I received several documents of interest from the Mississippi 
Archives and History Dept in Jackson MS. A few more details were provided, 
including that John W Ferrill may have been a member of the Alabama 4th, 
notwithstanding that his grave marker credits him as being a member of the 
Mississippi lst. In that he died in 1893 it likely would be quite difficult 
to get the details. However, I received copies of pension applications 
filed by his widow. Nearly all the records were compiled under a WPA 
(remember hearing about that?) in the 1930's/1940's. The pension 
application filed by John's son, Wesley Francis indicates he joined the 
Conferate Army in May 1861 and remained a member until the surrender in 
1865. So, he was only 19 years old when he entered the army and was 
promoted to First Sergeant before the end of the war. He appears to have 
been a member in three different regiments; of course, as I read "Grant 
Takes Command" by Bruce Catton (widely regarded as best historian about 
Civil War) Grant's army had pretty well pulverized the Confederates by 1863. 
Perhaps I have enough information that I could insert a couple of frames on 
John and Wesley Ferrill (my grandfather, who died in 1930 when I was 3 years 
old) My family has told me I used to follow him around all the time during 
the time he lived in our Picayune home. I have an emotional (subsconcious) 
memory of him, but my memory is largely second hand. Perhaps the fact that 
my parents gave the middle name of Ferrill played some part in his spending 
so much time with me and me with him. It is likely that this connection 
with my grandfather has been a driving force in my interest in compiling 
this web site. It is difficult to say how, but my hunch is that there might 
be a substantial response to the site and over the years to come and that we 
might receive a fair number of gravestone pictures. If that should happen 
there might develop some paid sponsors to help finance the costs, from 
florists, monument makers, etc. If the site should somehow flourish I would 
like to turn the site over to someone (YOU?) to conntinue it beyond my 
lifetime...I will observe my 78th birthday on June 1l. 


The campaign in Mississippi does not seem to be nearly so well documented 
as the Virginia campaign, The fact that the two national capitals were so 
close together might have something to do with it. 


I would like to meet with you at a date convenient to you and show you these 
documents, which I plan to give to the Pascagoula Public Library. The Pension 
Applications are especially interesting to me. Also, I received 

a grave registration form completed by my Miss Aunt Lessie Ferrill, which 

indicates that my grandfather is buried in Columbia Cemetery, Columbia MS. I find it 
remarkable that my grandfather enlisted at 19 and was promoted all 
the way to First Sergeant during his service. He was only 23 when he was 
discharged 5-4-1865. He went on to attend Tulane University Dental School 
in New Orleans and went to practice for many years. My father once told me 
that my grandfather was a Gentleman, but certainly aman. It is safe to say 
that he adored his father-in-law and I, having had such a close relationship 
to my grandfather, likely got special attention from my father, and he used 
to like to talk to me at length, so you can see there is an emotional bond. 
I inherited some old dental tools my grandfather left and I gave them to 
David Blankenbeckler, a dentist who practices in Winston-Salem.

I ordered a search by the MS Dept of Archives and History. 


I recieved a reply from the Archives today, listing several documents that 
are available. They are: 

Confederate Service Record...W.F. Ferrill (14th Conf Cavalry (my 
grandfather) 

Confederate Pension Application for W.F. Ferril 

Confederate Pension Appliction for J.W,. Ferrill (WF's father) filed by his 
widow, Louise* 

Confederate Grave Registration for W. F. Ferrill 

*IT don't have Louise's name before she married John W. Ferrilll (perhaps she 


was married prior to this marriage.). 
When I receive these documents I will forward them to you. 


"Other information received from the Archives: "We have located two 
Confederate pension applications for John Wesley Ferrill. However, no 
Confederate service record or grave registration was found. The pension 
applications, filed by his widow, state he was a member of the 4th Alabama 
Infantry. However, the officers she lists suggest service in the 34th 
Mississippi Infantry. There is no J. or John Ferrill (or variant spelling) 
in either regiment. As for Wesley Ferrill Ferrill, we can provide copies of 


his pension application, grave registration, and service record with the 
14th Confederate Cavalry. Cross references in his servie record indicate he 


also was a member of the 15th Confederate Cavalry and the 3rd Louisina 
Cavalry. We do not have records for these two units. You will have to 
write the National Archives for the first and the Louisiana state archives 


for the second." 


The Archives gave me the address for the Central Reference Division, 
National Archives, Pennsylvania Avenue at 8th Street, Washington DC 20408, 
and for tghe Museum of the Confederacy, 1201 E. Clay Street, Richmond VA 
23219. I plan to correspond with each of these archives. 

I would be very appreciative to receive the former last name for John W. 
Ferrill's second wife, Louise. I had read in the vertical files on the 
Ferrill family in your department that John had married again after his 
first wife died. There was a hint provided by one of staff of your 
genealogy department that more than one slave was fathered by John W. 
Ferrill. About 2-3 years ago when I was in Pascagoula, I saw an obituary of 


a black man named Ferrill, and his picture that accompanied his obituary 
closely resembled pictures of his son Wesley Francis, and so there seems to 


be some ground for accepting the supposition that John did father one or 
more children by one or more slaves, likely during the period between his 
first and his second wife. In the pursuit of pure, confirmable, fact, I 
would like to have any information alluding to that possibility. I do not 


1 
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find the name of the staff member with whom I had that conversation on your 


current roster, and I presume he has retired. It is a fact that this 
possible alliance between my great-grandfather John Wesley Ferrill was never 


brought to my attention by my mother (no surpise there). When I brought the 


possibility of such an alliance to the attention of my oldest sister, who 
lived in Pascagoula for many years, she denied any knowledge. I suspect she 


would not have told me if she knew it to be true. I believe history should 
be as true as can readily be ascertained. I know there are several black 
Ferrill family members living in Jackson County. DNA analysis would confirm 


or rebut the proposition, but my finances would not be sufficient to defray 
the cost, even if the Sherrif or Medial Examiner would agree to opening John 


Wesley Ferrill's grave. [I just saw a report on TV concerning DNA tests 
made of Christopher Columbus of 1492 fame indicate the possibility that he 
was from Catalan, on the South shore of Spain, not Italy. Further 
conclusions await improvements in DNA analysis. All that is to say that DNA 


analysis is in its infancy. 

The gravestone of John Wesley Ferrill, picture of which was forwarded by 
email to me by Mr James Taylor, indicates that he was a member of the 
Mississippi 2nd, formed primarily from residients of Counties in the 
Northeast corner of Mississippi, and I can see the possibility that John 
may have enlisted in the 2nd to be closer to his son, my grandfather, who, 
per the information shown above, was actively engaged in battle as a member 
of the 14th Cavalry. My mother did tell me that her father was in the 
Battle of Shiloh, Tennessee, and that he lost 3 horses killed under him, 
but that he never had so much as a scratch. I am fairly certain that Wesley 


Francis' body is buried in a cemetery in Columbia, Marion County, 
Mississippi, although I do have a faint memory of having viewed the grave, 
along with the grave of his wife and the graves of some of his children. I 
expect the grave registration request for his body, to be received from the 
state Archives, to confirm the location of his grave. I wrote to the First 
Methodist Church in Columbia (of which Wesley Francis co-founded, and in 
which he served as President of the Sunday School) seeking more information, 


but they did not respond. 


When my web porfolio of gravestone pictures fianlly makes it on to the 
Internet (about 90% complete) there might be a grass-roots movement to clean 


up cemetery space around the gravestones, on the part of descendents and 
other vounteers in the community. I believe the gravestones to be a valid 
part of United States history, and should be preserved, and perhaps 


restored.

Thanks for telling me the story of how Wesley died in Harrison Co, but was buried in 
Marion County. I was curious. 


Apparently, there was a headstone for both Wesley Francis and Sarah Jane Ferrell in the 
Columbia City Cemetery back in 1988 at least. That's when the Marion Co Cemetery book I 
mentioned in my earlier email of today was published. It is a very large cemetery. And 
they did have Wesley and Sarah Jane listed. Also, near them, were a Morris E. Ferrill, 


1940 (only date 
listed) and a Hubert I. Ferrill, 1942 (only date listed). The book says that the original 


listing for Columbia City Cemetery was completed in March of 1974, with updates and 
verifications done from Oct 1986 through Feb 1987. 


It says that "the listing begins along the west edge, half way back from Dale St. (this is 
a portion of the cemetery that juts out from the otherwise rectangular boundaries). Each 
numbered row begins at the southern edge, usually along Dale St., and is listed going 
northward. The rows are numbered from west to east." 


The Ferrill graves are listed as being "across road" from "Row 10 (partial; begins at huge 
tree, then northward)." 


Don't know if that'll help any, with the way cemeteries are vandalized and built over for 
subdivisions, so many graves aren't in cemeteries any more that used to be. So maybe the 
headstones just aren't there any more. 


At any rate, the death certificate, if you do get it, should list the cemetery he was 
buried in. So that you can at least probably confirm that he is buried in Columbia City

Today I talked with Steve Miller, superintendent of cemeteries, City of 
Columbia, and he confirmed that they had located grave markers for Wesley, 
Sarah Ferrill, along with several other Ferrills. There do not appear to be 
any stones, but are simple markers, such as would be used by funeral 
directors to mark new burials. 


Last night I ordered a copy of the death certificate for Wesley Francis 
Ferrill. I had to guess at the exact date as being the 15th of August 1930, 
since the form requires a date. They may reject my application; it takes 
about ten days for delivery. Perhaps the lady in Pascagoula who has the 
sermons of Wesley's father has bible records of such. It may not be a 
problem. When and if I get the death certificate I will mail a copy of it 


to you for historical purposes. 


Steve Miller confirmed that a Taylor family still lives in Columbia; they 
likely are relatives of Jim Taylor. 


Today I will complete the application for a stone to be commissioned by the 
VA, for Wesley. I would expect that if the application is approved the 
actual placement of the stone might take place as early as August. When 
that happens I can get a digital photo for the web site. I am trying to 
follow up on locating Thomas Alhanan's burial site. I have not completely 
abandoned my search for a gravesite for William Ferrill in Hancock County 
Georgia. If I find that I will have located five generations of 

Ferrill: William, Bryant (with help from Lewis, Pat and Harry), John Wesley, 
Wesley Francis and Cammie Inez Ferrill McKee (my mother). Perhaps we might 
persuade other descendants of Bryant to seek out gravestones for other 
Confederate soldiers in Jackson County.

Thanks for your prompt response. The item of especial interest is the 
information that the VA would assume responsibility for a veteran of CSA. I 
never realized that the VA ever got involved in records of the Confederate 
army. I will write to the VA to see whether I can uncover any information. 
I am surprised to know that the VA ever got involved in constructing 
headstones for CSA veterans. I had assumed that John's widow, Louise, would 
have had the stone created not so many years after his death. Louise lived 
on until 1937. Please tell me if the emblem that appears at the top of his 
gravestone was designed by the US VA, I know what Louise submitted two 
applications for pension relating to John's service. I just received copies 
of those applications and will submit them to the Genealogical Department of 
Pascagoula Library. I guess the State of Mississippi at some date created 
pensions for CSA veterans. It would be interesting to know whether those 
pensions were partially or completely funded by the US Treasury. If you 
have knowledge of any books written, ever, about this interesting 
development I would certainly appreciate knowing more about it. I am supposed to receive 
help from Garland Kitts, a web page expert, in 

finalizing the web site. He teaches web page design at the Forsyth County 
Community College. It could be of value to insert a "frame" on the subject 
of pensions for CSA veterans onto the web. The deeper I get into the 
subject the more I realize I do not know, but I sense a danger in losing 
more of existing records about the Civil War era. I have obtained more 
information on John's son, Wesley Francis (my grandfather), who also served 
in the CSA from 1861 until 1865. He entered, at age 19, as a Private and 
was promoted, eventually, to the rank of First Sergeant. He lost 3 horses 
from underneath him in various engagements but was never wounded himself. 

He was graduated as a dentist from Tulane University, although his diploma 
does not seem to have survived. Apparently he treated a fair number of 
people who lived in Jackson and adjoining counties. I suppose you might say 
that he was a "horse and buggy" dentist. Wesley Francis was a founder of 
the Methodist Church in Columbia and served, per my mother, as President of 
the Sunday School for 40 years. His remains are buried in Columbia 
Cemetery, in Marion County, and may or may not have a formal gravestone. 

Per my father, Wesley Francis was a gentleMAN, and it is safe to say that my 
father adored his father-in-law. I have a coy of his grave registration 
application, filed by my Aunt Lessie Ferrill, who lived on, single, until 
around 1955-1960. I have an advantage in pursuing some of the details that 
my greatgrandfather, John, was born in 1812 and died at age 81, my 
grandfather, Francis died in 1930, at 88, and that my mother, Cammie Ferrill 
McKee, died in 1971, at age 83. Longevity of the various generations makes 
it a bit easier to trace genealogy. Incidentally I saw a list of cemeteries 
in George County, and Ferrill Cemetery was listed. I sent them a note 
suggesting that Ferrill Cemetery is actually in Jackson County, at least I 
presume it is. So far as I can tell from maps on the Internet Escatawpa 
lies close to the line between George and Jackson counties. Somewhere in my 
memory is a note that Jackson was split off from George at some date. 
Perhaps that accounts for Ferrill Cemetery being listed in the George County 


Cemetery list on the Internet. I still have many more questions than 
answers. The Pascagoula Library has been quite helpful to me in my 
searches.

the early 1900s. The design was selected by the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy. I've heard that an elderly matron of the society 
who had influence over the selection process stated that the 
headstones were pointed because they didn't want "those damn 
yankees" sitting on them. 

The pensions were strictly a state provided benefit and had no 
federal support. You may wish to contact the fine folks at the 
Jackson County Archives and see if they have any additional 
information. They're always willing to help. 

Ferrill Cemetery is very near I-10 in the southern part of Jackson

Thanks for your prompt response. The item of especial interest is the 
information that the VA would assume responsibility for a veteran of 
CSA. I never realized that the VA ever got involved in records of the 
Confederate army. I will write to the VA to see whether I can uncover 
any information. I am surprised to know that the VA ever got involved 
in constructing headstones for CSA veterans. I had assumed that 
John's widow, Louise, would have had the stone created not so many 
years after his death. Louise lived on until 1937. Please tell me if 
the emblem that appears at the top of his gravestone was designed by 
the US VA, I know what Louise submitted two applications for pension 
relating to John's service. I just received copies of those 
applications and will submit them to the Genealogical Department of 
Pascagoula Library. I guess the State of Mississippi at some date 
created pensions for CSA veterans. It would be interesting to know 
whether those pensions were partially or completely funded by the US 
Treasury. If you have knowledge of any books written, ever, about 
this interesting development I would certainly appreciate knowing more 
about it. I am supposed to receive help from Garland Kitts, a web page 
expert, in finalizing the web site. He teaches web page design at the 
Forsyth County Community College. It could be of value to insert a 
"frame" on the subject of pensions for CSA veterans onto the web. The 
deeper I get into the subject the more I realize I do not know, but I 
sense a danger in losing more of existing records about the Civil War 
era. I have obtained more information on John's son, Wesley Francis 
(my grandfather), who also served in the CSA from 1861 until 1865. He 
entered, at age 19, as a Private and was promoted, eventually, to the 
rank of First Sergeant. He lost 3 horses from underneath him in 
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various engagements but was never wounded himself. He was graduated as 
a dentist from Tulane University, although his diploma does not seem 
to have survived. Apparently he treated a fair number of people who 
lived in Jackson and adjoining counties. I suppose you might say that 
he was a "horse and buggy" dentist. Wesley Francis was a founder of 
the Methodist Church in Columbia and served, per my mother, as 
President of the Sunday School for 40 years. His remains are buried 
in Columbia Cemetery, in Marion County, and may or may not have a 
formal gravestone. Per my father, Wesley Francis was a gentleMAN, and 
it is safe to say that my father adored his father-in-law. I have a 
coy of his grave registration application, filed by my Aunt Lessie 
Ferrill, who lived on, single, until around 1955-1960. I have an 
advantage in pursuing some of the details that my greatgrandfather, 
John, was born in 1812 and died at age 81, my grandfather, Francis 
died in 1930, at 88, and that my mother, Cammie Ferrill McKee, died in 
1971, at age 83. Longevity of the various generations makes it a bit 
easier to trace genealogy. Incidentally I saw a list of cemeteries in 
George County, and Ferrill Cemetery was listed. I sent them a note 
suggesting that Ferrill Cemetery is actually in Jackson County, at 
least I presume it is. So far as I can tell from maps on the Internet 
Escatawpa lies close to the line between George and Jackson counties. 
Somewhere in my memory is a note that Jackson was split off from 
George at some date. Perhaps that accounts for Ferrill Cemetery being 
listed in the George County Cemetery list on the Internet. I still 
have many more questions than answers. The Pascagoula Library has 
been quite helpful to me in my searches.

I am well, after two week bout of cold/maybe mild case of flu. Now ready 
as rain. 


Today I received several documents of interest from the Mississippi 
Archives and History Dept in Jackson MS. A few more details were provided, 
including that John W Ferrill may have been a member of the Alabama 4th, 
notwithstanding that his grave marker credits him as being a member of the 
Mississippi lst. In that he died in 1893 it likely would be quite difficult 
to get the details. However, I received copies of pension applications 
filed by his widow. Nearly all the records were compiled under a WPA 
(remember hearing about that?) in the 1930's/1940's. The pension 
application filed by John's son, Wesley Francis indicates he joined the 
Conferate Army in May 1861 and remained a member until the surrender in 
1865. So, he was only 19 years old when he entered the army and was 
promoted to First Sergeant before th nd of the war. He appears to have 
been a member in three different regiments; of course, as I read "Grant 
Takes Command" by Bruce Catton (widely regarded as best historian about 
Civil War) Grant's army had pretty well pulverized the Confederates by 1863. 
Perhaps I have enough information that I could insert a couple of frames on 
John and Wesley Ferrill (my grandfather, who died in 1930 when I was 3 years 
old) My family has told me I used to follow him around all the time during 
the time he lived in our Picayune home. I have an emotional (subsconcious) 
memory of him, but my memory is largely second hand. Perhaps the fact that 
my parents gave the middle name of Ferrill played some part in his spending 
so much time with me and me with him. It is likely that this connection 
with my grandfather has been a driving force in my interest in compiling 
this web site. It is difficult to say how, but my hunch is that there might 
be a substantial response to the site and over the years to come and that we 
might receive a fair number of gravestone pictures. If that should happen 
there might develop some paid sponsors to help finance the costs, from 
florists, monument makers, etc. If the site should somehow flourish I would 
like to turn the site over to someone (YOU?) to conntinue it beyond my 
lifetime...I will observe my 78th birthday on June 11. 


The campaign in Mississippi does not seem to be nearly so well documented 
as the Virginia campaign, The fact that the two national capitals were so 
close together might have something to do with it. 


I would like to meet with you at a date convenient to you and show you these 
documents, which I plan to give to the Pascagoula Public Library. The Pension 
Applications are especially interesting to me. Also, I received 

a grave registration form completed by my Miss Aunt Lessie Ferrill, which 
indicates that my grandfather is buried in Columbia Cemetery, Columbia MS. I find it 
remarkable that my grandfather enlisted at 19 and was promoted all 

the way to First Sergeant during his service. He was only 23 when he was 
discharged 5-4-1865. He went on to attend Tulane University Dental School 

in New Orleans and went to practice for many years. My father once told me 
that my grandfather was a Gentleman, but certainly a man. It is safe to say 
that he adored his father-in-law and I, having had such a close relationship 
to my grandfather, likely got special attention from my father, and he used 

to like to talk to me at length, so you can see there is an emotional bond. 

I inherited some old dental tools my grandfather left and I gave them to 

David Blankenbeckler, a dentist who practices in Winston-Salem.

FERRILL—The subject of this memoir, Rev. 
JOHN WRELEY Feuzxiil, was born in the State 
of Georgia, Feb. 6, 1812, and fell asleep in 


# Jesus, Oct. 10, 1908. He came to the Btate of 


Missizsippi, Wayne county, with his parents, 


Bryant and Susannah Ferrill, when quite 


young, and spent almost the remainder of his 
entire lite in the State. On Nov. 25, 181, he 
‘was united in marriage to Miss Eveline Hough, 
of Jeckson county. In 1842 was licensed to 
preach iz Wayns poanty, and from that time 
continued in the ministry until within a few 
weexs of his death. 


Blest with an iron constitution, « heart fall 
of love for the souls of men, and barning with 
boly zeal for the cause of Christ, he went 
through cold and heat, calm and sunshine, 
storm and tempest, when this country was com- 
paratively a wilderness, to carry the ‘‘glad 
tidings of salvation," his field for many years 
asa local itinerant embracing a territory reach- 
ing trom the coast to Wayne county, Miss. He 
wasa good preacher, a clear thinker and a 
man ef God. He died in the gospel harness 
and with the Christian “armor’ on. His last 
sermons were preached Jost a few weeks before 
his death in Old Zion Church, at Eecatawpe, 
Miss.,nearhishome. He selected for his sab- 
ject, Salvation.” He treated his subject with 
@ great deal of fervor, as If feeling impressed 
that this was to be his ‘'farewell.” What an 
appropriate theme for the winding up of a 
ministerial Ht of fifty-one years! He went 
home, was taken sick and, surrounded by 
friends and loved ones, pawed over the
